employment. 


Girls living in Oakland, Berkeley or 
Alameda need not be »t 
the 
factory 
before 8 o'clock and 
as the cannery is 
very near the ferry their 
only expense 
will- be for their commutation ticket. 


T h e work will last from the 15th of 
July until the 1st of November. 


Mr. Fitzgerald also has an order for 
100 men to pick fruit in Contra Costa 
county and for 500 men to work upon 
an irrigation ditch in 
Fresno 
county. 
H e also has several Orders foi girls and 
women to do housework.

NEW OAKLAND. 


It is with feelings of pride that every 
resident of Alameda County observes 
anything progressive in Oakland, for it 


is the county seat. 
A visit to Oakland 
yesterday revealed the fact that siluri- 
anism is becoming a thing of the past 
and that Oakland is becoming what it 
should have been long ago, a business 
and a manufacturing town. 
Year after 
year in the past has gone by and the 
citizens of Oakland did not have 
energy enough to get up a celebration 
on the Fourth of July, and conse­ 
quently thousands of dollars went to 
San Francisco. 
Things have changed 
this year and Oakland has awoke from 
its Rip Van Winkle sleep and is now 
putting on the airs of a prosperons 
city. 
The streets of Oakland are now 
being decorated with flags, 
bunting 
and evergreens, and they present a 
handsome appearance. 
The business 
houses are also being finely decorated 
and by Thursday next the city will be 
decorated as it never 
was before. 
Thousands of visitors will come from 
the different towns in the county and 
from San Francisco, and Oakland \vi 
have a celebration that is fitting fo 


New 
Oakland. 


T H E R E is in San Francisco at the 
present time a young Chinese girl who 


is a full fledged doctor, having gradua 
ted from the Women's Medical Col 
lege oi Philadelphia in May 1894. 
Since that time she has been in the 
Philadelphia Polyclinic where she took 
her post graduate course and was en 
gaged as an assistant in the eye-clinic. 
She will sail on the next steamer for 
China where she will practice her pro­ 
fession. 
During her eleven years in 
college in this country she has never 
discarded her Chinese dress, but she 
has embellished it a little by putting 
lace at the wrists and neck of her 
dress. 
She is said to be very bright 
and she feels confident she can do lots 


of good in her own country 
besides 
making lots of money. 
Her father is 
a Methodist minister in China as was 
his father before him, he having been 
converted by early missionaries. 


THE NEW FRENCH HOSPITAL. 


The hospital recently erected by the 
French citizens of California at San 
Francisco merits every word of praise 
that can be bestowed upon it. The 
structure is a noble one and will long 
be a monument to those whole-souled, 
spirited people who have taken such 
an interest in it and pushed it forward 
to completioo. 


It was opened on Saturday last and 
visited by a great many people, who 
were surprised that such a magnificent 
building should be built in San Fran 
cisco and so little known about it until 
it was fully completed. 


The building will not alone be 
credit to the city but the talent which 
will be employed to give its cultured 
knowledge^ for the sick and suffering 
will ere long be known world wide and 


we doubt if in a short spac of time 
there will be any better conducted hos­ 
pital in the world and where those in 
need of medical services can receive 
any better treatment. 


It is a pleasure to note this progress 
on 
behalf of the Franco-American 
population existing in our midst. It 


is an example that people of other na­ 
tionalities could follow with a great 
deal of respect for themselves and the 
comfort of their own people. 


W A L T E R 
L A M I S E R T , the defaulting 
clerk of Oakland was yesterday sen­ 
tenced to five years imprisonment in 
San Quentin.

for Lambert was a trusted employee of

dollars. 


S E C . 
3846 of the Political Code makes It 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the Neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his o w n name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs 'he Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fin«: of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must l>e paid on demand.

Whether sweet peas can be success- 
fully planted in aatumn depends largely 
on the latitude, says Garden and For­ 
est. 
In the southern states fall plant­ 
ing is a necessity, for this is the only 
way to give the plants a cool soil in 
•which to make a strong, early root 
growth. 
Coming farther north, fall 
planting is safe np to perhaps the lati­ 
tude of Washington, where the chances 
are about equal between planting in late 
autumn and in February. In southern 
California peas must be brought into 
bloom as early as February, although 
the nights are so cool there that they 
may be planted during any month in 
the year. The rule observed by the 
large seed growers is to plant just ahead 
of the rainy season. Indeed they have 
acres of volunteer sweet peas—that is, 
from seed which were scattered on the 
ground during the harvest—and 46 
miles south of San Francisco these vol­ 
unteer plants are in bloom by the 1st of 
May and often early in April

Authorizing the inspection of food and 


milk, 
and prohibiting any person 


from selling, or offering for sale, or 


distributing 
any impure, 
unwhole 


some or adulterated milk, or cream, 


or food, or from resisting the inspec­ 


tion, seizure and destruction of the 


same and providing regulations in 


regard to the same, and a penalty 


for the violation of this ordinance. 


T 
HE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OK THE 
Town of Berkeley do ordain as follows: 
SECTION 1. It shall be unlawful for any per 
son to sell, or offer for sale, or to distribute 1" 
the Town of Berkeley, any Impure, unwholesah' 
or adulterated or watered milk or cream, or 
milk or eream from any diseased cow or (rom 
any oow fed in whole or in part upon still slops 
or brewer's waste, or other food calculated to 
render the milk of suoh oow unwholesome. 


SECTION D. It shall be unlawful for any per 
son to Bell or offer for sale In said town any 
blown, diseased, tainted or bad meat or tlsb. or 
the flesh of any animal which was wheu killed, 
slok or diseased, or the flesh of any animal 
whioh died a natural or accidental death, or 
the flesh of any oalf whioh was killed prior to 
Its attaining the age of four (4) weeks. 


SECTION 8. It shall be unlawful for any per 
son to offer, sell, or keep for sale, In said town, 
unsound, diseased or unwholesome fruit, reget- 
ables, or other market produce or any udultera 
ted artiole of food. 


SECTION 4. It shall be unlawful for any per 
son in Bald town to keep any of the articles of 
food herein mentioned, whioh are in un uu 
wholesome condition In the same room with 
any other food. 


SECTION 6. No person In said town shall sell, 
offer for sale, or distribute milk or cream, with 
out first obtaining and having a perml i therefor 
from the Health Offloer of Bald town. To obtain 
sttch permit, the owner of any dairy or other 
parson desiring a permit, must hrst register 
nit name, or the names of the members of a nrm 
as the ease may be, and enter the location and 
name of the dairy from which such milk is sold. 
In a book kept at the office of the Health Officer, 
and sign a written consent to the enforcement 
Of the provisions of this ordinance. 
Thereupon 
suoh permit shall be issued by said Health uitl- 
oer, and shall authorise the sale of milk or 
pream, by theapplioant and his agents, until 
revoked by the Health Offloer who is hereby 
authorised to revoke the same for violation of 
any provision of this ordinance. 


SECTION 6. All persons selling, or offering 
for sale, or distributing milk in said town, 
shall nave, plainly marked on the wagon from

'SECTION 7. AH milk whioh, upon analysis, 
shall be shown to oontaln more than B7.5 per 
cent of water, or to oontaln less than 12.5 per 
oent of milk solids, shall be deemed, for the 
purposes of this ordinance, impure, unwhole­ 
some and adulterated. 
.SECTION 8, It shall be the duty of the Health 
Offloer of said town of Berkeley to inspect uny 
and all articles of food, and all milk or cream 
sold, or offered for sale, or distributed In Ber 
keley, and said Officer Is hereby authorized to 
take samples of the same foi suoh inspection, 
and to mark with a tag, or to destroy, all 
anwholesome or adulterated food, and to de­ 
stroy all adulterated, unwholesome or watered 
milk discovered by him in said town. 


SECTION 9. It shall be the duty of every per 
in said town who has in his custody or control, 
any article herein mentioned, kopt or offered for 
sale, to permit the same to be inspected, or 
marked with a tag, or to be seized and destroy­ 
ed by said Offloer If unwholesome. 


SECTION 10. No person in said town shall 
obstruot or resist the Health Officer in the 
exercise of his authority, or In the discharge of 
bis legal duty as herein denned, or remove from 
any artiole of food any tag or other designating 
mark, affixed thereto by said offloer. 


SECTION 11. It shall be the duty of any own­ 
er, agent, manager or driver of any dairy from 
whioh milk or aream is Bold, or offered for sale 
or distributed In the Town of Berkeley, to report 
to the Health Offloer of said town in writing, 
Immediately after he shall have knowledge of 
the fact, the name of any person employed in 
said dairy or living on the premises where said 
dairy is kept, who has any contagious or infect­ 
ious disease. 


Section 12. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately upon its final passage, and all or­ 
dinances and parts of ordinances in conflict 
herewith, are repealed. 


Section 18. Any violation of this ordinance is 
hereby declared a misdemeanor, punishable by 
fine not exceeding the sum of ISO. 


The Judgment imposing the line may also di­ 
rect imprisonment in the County Jail of Alame­ 
da County until suoh fine be satisfied, which im­ 
prisonment shall not exceed one day for every 
one dollar of the fine, providing, however, such 
imprisonment shall not extend beyond the per- 
lod of one (I) month.
